“17 HILE I wasin Holland, em- 
l ployed in the bufinefs of the 
King and his- bookfeller (writes thé 
lively Volesire) the Empe:or Charles 
VI, died, in the month of Oétober, 
1740, of an indigeition, occafioned-by 
sting champignons, which brought on 
an apoplexy, and this ‘plate of cham- 
p gaons changed the.deftiny of Europe, 
Jt was prefently evident, , chat Fredes 
rick the third King of Pruflia, was not 
fo great an enemy to Machiavel as the 
Prince Royal appeared to have been. 
£ Although-he had then conceived the 
rj: of his invafion of Silefia, he 
did not the lefs neglect to invite me to 
his court 5 but I had. before given him ; 
tavnderttand [ could not come to ftay | 
wish him ; that J deemed ita daty to; 
refer frieadfhip to ambition ; chat I: 
was attached to Macame du Chatelet ; ` 
and tha’, between pbilofophers, I lov- 
da lady better than a King. He 
approved of the liberty I took, though 
for his own part he did not love the la 
dies, I went to pay hima vifit in Oc- 
‘tober s and the Cardinal de Fleury 
writ me a long letter full o' praifes of 
the Anti-~Machiavel, and of the author, 
which [ did not forget to let him fee. 
| He had already aff: mbled his troops, 
, yet not one of his* Generals or Minif- 
‘ters could penetrate into his defigns, 
The Marquis de Beauvau, who was 
fent to compliment bim on his acceffi- 
on, believed he meant todeclar: againft. 
‘France, in favor of Maria-Therefa, 
Queen of Hungary and Bohemia, and 
daughter of Charles the fixth ; and to 
the ch@ion of Francis of Lorraine, 
Grand Duke ot Tufcany, apd bufband 
df that Queen, to the empire foppofing 
he might thence derive great advanca- 
ges. 
I had more reafon than any perfon 
lo fuppole, the-new-crowned King of 
rufa meant to efpoule his party 3 for 
three months before, he had font me a 
political differtation after this manner, 
Wherein he confi dered France as the na- 
tural enemy and deprecator ot Germa- 
dy. Burit was conititutional wuh him, 
todo the direct comrary of what he 
id or writ; not frum diffimulation, 
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but becaufe he fpoke and writ with one 
kiad “ot -enthofiatm, and afterwards 
acted with another. 


Fie departed on the 4th of- Decem- 


| ber, with the quartan ague, for the 


conqueft of Selia, at thehead of thir- 
ty thoufand combatants, well dilcipli- 
ned, and wellaccoutred: Ashemount- 
ed his horfe, he faid to the Marquis de 
Beauvau, Maria There‘a’s Miniter, 
‘slam going to play your game 3 
fhould the trumps fall into our hands, 
we will divide the winnings.” 

He has fince chat written the hiftory 
of that conqueft, and he fhewed me the 
whole of ir, Here follows cae of the 
curious paragraphs, in the introdudction 
to thefeannals, which 1, in-preference 
carefully tranferibed, as a thigg unique 
in its kind. 

s: Add to the foregoing confiderati- 
ons, I had troops entirely prepared to 
act; this, the fullnefs of my treafury, 
and the vivacity of my chara&er, were 
the reafons why I mave war upon Ma- 
r:a- Therefa, Queen of Bohemia and 
Hungary.” 

And afew lines after, he has thefe 
very words : 

«© Ambition, intereft, and a defire to 
make the world {peak ofme, vanquith- 
ei all, and war was determined on,” 

From the time that conqurars, or 
fiery fpirits that would be conquerors; 


‘firft were, tothe pefent hour, I be- 


lieve he ıs che only one who has ever 
done himfelf thus much juftice. Ne- 
ver man, perhaps felt realon more for- 
cibly, or Jiftened more attentively co 
his paffions 5 but this mixture of a phi- 
lotophic mind, and a dilorderly ima- 
gination, have ever compofed his cha- 
rater, 

Ic is much to be regretted that I 
prevailed on him taomitchefe paffiges, 
when Lalterwards, corrected his works 3 
a conteffion fo uncommon, fhould have 
paffed down to pofterity, and have 
ferved to fhew upon what motives the 


generality of wars are founded. We

his Pruffian M.jefty would lend her ġ 
millions of crowns, and make-her huf% 
band Emperor, ` , 
Maria-Therefa, who atthat time had 
neither troops, money, nor credit, wag 
notwithfanding infi. xible 5 the rather 
chofe to rifk the Jofs of all, than crouch 
toa Prince whom the look d upon as 
the vail of her ancefto:s, and whole 
lite the Emperor her father, had ‘favs 
ed, He: Generals could {arcely muf- 
ter twenty thoufand men. Marfhal 
Neuperg, who cammanded them, force 
ed the King of Pruffia co give batte 
under the walls of Neiffe. The Praf# 
fian ee was at firit put to the rout 
by the Auftrianss and the King, who 
was not accoftomed ta ftand fire, fied 
atthe fir fh ck as far as Opeleim, 
twelve long leagues from the field of 
battle. - : 
Maupertuis, who hoped to make 
his fortune in a hurry, was in the fait 
of the Monarch this campaign, ima» 
gining thart the .King would at leatt 
find him a horfe. But this was not the 
Royal eoftom, Maupertuis boughtant 
als for two ducats, on the day of battle, 
and fled with all his might after bis 
Majefty onafs-back, Thisfteed, how- 
ever, was prefently diflanced, & Mau- 
pertuis was taken and flripped by the 
Auftrian buffa s. : 
Frederick paffed she night on a 
‘trucklebed in a ville sle-toule wens 
Ratifbon, on the conlines of Poland, 
whence he was preparing to enter the 
northern part of his Own dominions, 
when one of his horfemen arrived from 
the camp at Melwitz, and informed 
him that he had: gained the victory, 
This news was confirmed a quarter of 
an hour after by att Aidsde-Camp, and 
was true enough. A 
Ifthe Pruffian cavalry was bad, the 
infantry was the bett of any in Europes 
it had been under the difcipline of the 
old Prince of Achalt for thirty years. 
Marthal Schwerin, who commanded, 
was a pupil of Charles the twelfth. He 
turned the fate of the day asfoon asthe 
King was fled. The nexe day hig Ma- 
Jjelty came back to his army, and the 
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Widietiig Gebers Was tery near being dif 
raced, 

: 1 ve¥arnéd to philofophize ia my retreat at 
Qrey, and paid the winter at Paris, where 
Thad a ‘malu.ude of enemies, for, having 
long before writtea the, Hiftory of Charles 
XIL. prefeaied feveral fictefstal pieces tothe 
theatre, and compofed an epic poem, I had, 
of éotrfé, alt th fe who write either in verfe 
Or profe as perfecurors ; and as I had theau 
dacity to write like wife on phitofophicfubjects 
Taf necefity was treated as an atheill by all 
thofe who ace called devotces, according to 
ancient ulage. ; 

I was the firft who dared develop to my 
countrymen, in an intelligible ftyic, the dif- 
coveries of the great Newton, © The Cartefi- 
an prejudices, which had taken place of the 
prejudices of the Peripateticks, were at that 
time fo roored in the minds of ihe French; 
that the Chaneellor’D’Aguefla regarded any 
fsan whare¥er who fhould adopt difcoveries 
made in Eog'and, as an enemy to realon and 
the Mate. He bever woaid grant a privilege 
that L might have my Elerkents of the Newto- 
nian Philofophy printed. 

I was likewife a vaft admirer of Locke ; I 
confidered hiai as the fole reafonable Mctaphy- 
fician Above all, I praifed that moderation 
fo new, fo prudent, aad at the fame tine fo 
aring, where he fays, we have not fvfficient 
knowledge to determice or affirta, by the 
light of reafon, that God could vot grant the 
Rifts of thought aad fenfation toa beis g which 
we call Material, 

The obttioate malignity and intrepidity 
pf ignorance, with which they fet upon me 
6o this article, cannot be conceived. The 
principles of Locke had never accafioned any 
‘Oifpaces in France before becaufe the Doc 
tors read St. Thomas Aquinas, and the reft 
of the world read Romances. As foon as I 
had praifed this Anchor, they began to cry 
ut both ogajoft him and ms. The poor 
creatures who were horteft ia this difpate, 
ceftainly kaew very little of either matter or 
Spirit.” “The fitt is, we mone’ of us kaow 
what or how we are, except that we are 
convinced we have motlon, life, fenfation & 


‘thought, but without having the leaft con 


ception of how we came by them. The 
-wery clements of matter ase as much hidden 
from us as the relt. Weare blind creatures, 
that walk on. groping and reafovieg in the 
dark ; and Locke was exceedingly right when 
he aflerted, it was not for ts to determine 


“what the Almigh.y could or could rot do 


All this, added to the fuccefs of my thea 
trical produions, drewa whole library of 
p-mphlets dowe upon me, in which they 
proved I vasa bad Poet, an Atheift, aod the 
fon of a Peafaot. 

A hiltory of my tife was printed, tn which 
this genealogy wasiaferted An induflrious 
German took care to collect alj the tales of 
that kiad, which Jagd been crammed into the 
libels they hid pi hed againfime.

At firft { took fo uo pleafure in making a 
colle€tion of thefe ca‘timsies, buc they mul- 
tiplicd to fuch a degree I was ob'iged toleave 
off Such were the fruits I gathered from 
iny labours : Í, however, eafily confoled my- 
fef; foatetinics ia my reucat at Circy, aad 
at others in mixing with the betl company. 

While the refufe of literature were thus 
makiog war upon me, France was doing the 


fame upoa the Queen of Hungary ; and it- 


muft be owned, this war wasequally uojuft; 
for, afier having folemn'y ftipaiated, guaran- 
teed, and {wore to the Pragmatic Sanction 


of the EiPeror Charles VI. ‘aad the facceft 
on of Maria Therefa to the inheritance of 
her Pher, and after having received Lor 
raiwe‘as the parchale ot thefe promifes, it does 
tút appear very Conlifleat with the rights of 
Wations to break ad copspement fo facred. 
‘Che Cardinal dé Fleticy was perfuaded outof 
his prolific mealures ; he cowl not fay, like 
the King of Praffia, it was the Vivacity of bis 
femper which uccafioned hid td take arms 
This fortanate prelate reigned whén he was 


cighty- fix years ofage, bur held the reins ot. 


goverument witli á very feeble hand 

France was io alliauce wish the King of 
Pruffia when he feized upon Silefia ; and had 
fént two armies into Germany ata time when 
Maria Therefa hdd none. One of thefe ar- 
m'es had penetrated to within five leagues of 
Vienha, without meeting a fingle opp nent; 
- Bohemia was given to the Eleétor of Bavaria, 
who was eléétad Emperor alfo, after having 
been crdated Licacenant General of the ar 

| mies of the King of Fiance. They foop, 
however, committed all the faults neceflary to 
lofe the advantage they had gained. 

The King of Prufa, in che mean time, 
hatiog maturdd his courage, aud gained fe- 
veral victories, concluded # peace with thé 
Auftrians = Maria, to bèr infinite regret, 
gave him up thecctlaty of Glatd with Silefia. 

, Having, withour eccremony, broke cff his 
alliance with France on thefe conditions, in 
the month of fuoc, 1742, he writ the word 
he had put himfeif tader a proper tepimen, 
| aad ouid advife the other invaiids to do the 
Jike r 

This prince was then at the height of his 
power,’ having one hundred and thirty thou. 
‘ fand men vader his command wied to vito 
: ry, and the cavalry of which he himfelf had 
: formed. He drew twice af much from Sile- 

fia as it produced tothe Hoafe cf Auftria, 

faw himfeif firmly featedin his new conguet, 
| aod was hapy, white ail the other contead 
ing powers werefuffering the miferies of de’ 
predation.’ .Princ.s in thefe times ruin them- 
felves by wars he enriched himfelf. 

He now turned his attention tothe embel- 
lifhment of the city of Berlin, where he‘built 
‘ one of the fineit opera houfes in Europe, and 
| whither he ingited arrifts of all denominations. 
He wifhed to acquire giory otewey kind, and 
to acquire it ip the cheapeft manner pofli 
ble. - 

His father bad refided at Po‘zdam ioa vile 
old hvufe; he turned it into a palace. Po'z 
dam became a pieafaut town; Berlin grew 
daily more exieufive ; and the Proffiaps be 
gan to tafte the comforts of life, which the 
iate Kog had ehtisely vegleéted. Several 

people had furniture im thcir houfes, aod 
fume even wore thirts, for io the former 
reiga fuch thiogs were litle knowa ; they 
wore fleeves and fure-bodies only, tied on 
with pack thread, and the reigaing Monarch 
bad beca fo educated. ` 

The fceue changed as it were by magic ; 

Laceczemon became Athers; deferts were 
pcopied ; and one hundred and three vila 
ges were formed from marfhes cleared and 
Graiotd. Nor did he nepicét to make verfes, 
‘aad writendufic: I therefore was not fo 
exceedingly wrong in calling him, the Solo 
mop ofthe North: I gave him thisnickaame 
in my letters, and he continued long to bear 
it,

io judge of and cenftire the condu& of Our 
ruicis, are frequently very erroneous. This 
would be remedied, ina great meafure, by 
that attention to ou: private as well as vb 
lic rights, Whith Í recommended in my fi 
number. ; 

Thére is a very great diferente itwien g 
conftdot murmuring ahd cotmplaining of the 
proceedings of our rulers, without readerip 
a réafon againit them, and a firm Oppolitiog 
to the éncroachments of tyranny. The fate 
ter is always jultihable—the former is never 
fo y it is the foundation’ of many political 
Giforders, Before a perton undertakes to 
cenfuré any political proceedings, he oughé 
to be certain that there is caufe of cenfare{ 
and even in this Cafe it may be prudent tobe 
fileot, for feat that the remedy would bè 
worfe than the difeafa, cople in general 
are got acquaintéd with the motives by-which 
their rulers are a€tuated and it is impoffiblé 
that they fhould be ; for they are not in the 
fame fituations This difference-of ficuation 
and attention tó the public néceflitics, maked 
them appear véry differéut toeach. Befide, 
if a peoplé are viriuots, they will confider, 
that, in the prefent fate of humanity, there 
muft neceffarily be many errors and impre 
fetions.ia government ¢ and that itis better 
to bear with iber if they do nor frike di: 
rectiy at their libertiés, chan to be conflant! 
in a flate of anarchy and confufion: The 
frequent eleCtion of cur rales, deprives them 
cf an opporiunity of doing any confiderabié 
injury, were they difpofed. Are we difcon- 
temed with#any public proceediogs, let us | 
choofe better men to reprefent us, and give 
them proper inilruétiocs. 

The fsfhion of conventions, which I maf 
confider as fatal to gowernmént, and entirely 
unjuftifiable, nalefs io fome very particular 
cafes, inttead of correcting, will jntroducd 
much greater evils. Have we chofen the beft 
men we could find to reprefent in affembly? 
If not, it is we ourfelves who deferve cet- 
fure—if we have, why fhouid we choofe 
others to contro! the in an illegal mapner? 
Can we fuppofe that a ian of lefs wifdom 
or virtue than anocher, will act with mofe | 
jadgment aod honefly, merely becanfe he is 
a copventioner and nota icgal reprefentative | 
of the pecple? Our reafooings, with re | 
{pet to conventions, are, in general, very 
erroneous. We foppofe, that, becaule they 
have been fuccefsful in(truments iù deflroy: | 
ing one government, they will be fo io ré 
forming another; but this will not be ths 7 
cafeemtheir tendency is always the fame—imr | 
lead of reforming, they will deftroy, the | 
government they are defigned to counters’ | 
and control. If the abettors of thofe ires | 
gular affcciations with to overturn the gor | 
verpment, which we have fo nobly endea" | 
vonred to eftablifh, they cannot take a wore | 
efic&tual method to accompiith their defiga. | 
Examine carefuliy, my friends, before you 
allent, There is a mofi dangerous poifoa

HIS is not all the prefent news 
of Paris, They fpeak very much 
ot the Memoirs of Voltaire, written by 
himfelf, two or three editions of which 
have already been feized, and feven 
book-fellers imprifoned. Voltaire ts 
called ungrateful. The King of Prof- 
fia is highly irritated, and is faid to be 
very bufily employed in writting an 
aniwerto thefe Memoirs. The friends 
of Voltaire allow them to be authentic, 
and nobody doubts ità The Ambalfa- 
dorof ******, his toft intimate friend, 
has affured me he threw them into the 
fire ; but kis deceitful Seeretary, had, 
in all probability, referved a copy. M. 
de Beaumarchais hkewife is accufed of 
imprudence. Butaccufationsare fruit- 
left. The Memoirs are really written 
by Voltaire, and muft fon dr lace be- 
come publice This Voltaire is a fore 
of malignant fpirit, who came upon 
arth only to imbirter the cup of life, 
and afterwards laugh at our wry fac- 
eh, ; 
This extraordinary chataéter com- 
mences his lively Memors, with an 
fccount of his retiring from Paris in 
the year 19733, with the celebrated 
Murchionefs de Chatelet, one of the 
hott learned women in Frante. 
| ter {pending fix years in folitude with 
thig amiable companion, they proceed- 
ed to Bruffels co accothmodate a law 
luit between che family of du Chatelet 
and Honfbrouk, which had latted near

While I remained at Bruffels, fays 
Voltaire, in the year 1740, the unpo- 
lithed King of Prufa, Frederick- W1l- 
lim, the moft frugal, and the richeft 
in ready money, died at Berlin, His 
fon, who hasgained fo fingulara kind 
of reputation, had then held a tolera~ 

Y regular correfpondence with me 
fot above ‘four years, The world ne- 
ver perhaps beheld a father dnd fon 
Who lefe refembled each other than thefe 
Wo monarchs, 

Th- father was an abfolute Vandal,

Royal coffers by means of the duties 
upon confiimption.’ All the King’s 
lands were farmed out to tax-gatherers; 
who held the double office of exc:fe~ 
man and judge 3 infomuch, that if a 
landed tenant did not pay this colleét- 
or on the very day appointed, he put 
on his judge’s robes, and condemned 
the delinquent in double the fom, Ic 
muft be obferved; that if this fame ež- 
cifeman and judge did not pay the king 
by the laft day of the month, the day 
following he was himfelf obligo to pay

Did a man kill a Hare or Jop a tree 
any where near the Royal domains, or 
commit any other peccadillo ? he was 
inftantly condemned to pay a fine. 
Wasa poor girl tound guilty of making 
a child ? the father or the mother, or 
fome other of. the girl’s relations, were 
obliged to pay his Majefty for she fa- 
ibion. l 

Vhe Baronefs of Kniphaulfen, who 
at that cime was the richeft widow in 
Berlin, that is to fay, fhe had between 
three and four hundred a year, was ac- 
cufed of having brought one of the 
King’s fubje&ts clandeftinely into the 
world in the fecond year of her widows 
hood. His Majefty thereupon wrote 
her a letter, with his ownhand; where- 
ia he infortned her it was nece Mary, if 
fhg meant to fave her honor; and pre~- 
ferve her character, che muf immedi- 
ately fend him thirty thaulaad livres 
(i2501.)

This girl playéd to- 
Jerably, ill upon che harpficord; & the 
Prince accompanied her with his flute, 
He feally imagined himself in Jove, 
But in this he wag deceived ; his avo- 
cation wasnot with,the fair fex, How- 
ever, as he had pretended a kind of 
palfion, the King; his father thought 
proper thatthe aamfel fhould make 


. the tour of Potzdam, conduéted by the 


hangman, and ordered her to be whip- 
ped in the prefence of his fon, 

After he had regaled him with this 
diverting fpectaele, he made a trans- 
fer of him to the citadel of Cuftrin, 
which was fituated in the midft of a 
marfh. Here he was that up, without 
a fingle fervant, for the fpace ot 6 montlis 
in a fort of dungeon, at the end of 
which titne he was allowed a foldier ag 
an attendant, 

This foldier, who was young, well made, 
handfome, and played upon the flute, had 
more waya than ons of amufing the royal 
prifonéer.

““ Ta order,” Tays the laft fe€tion in the 
conftitution, ‘ that the freedom of this com- 
thonwealth may be preferved inviolate forever, , 
there fall be chofen by. ballot, by the free}, 
men of this ftate, on the lat Wednefday in. 
March, 1785, and on the lat Wedocfday in, 
March in every fevea years thereafter, thirteen 
perhons, who’ fhsil’ be chofen in the fame 
imsoner the Council is chofen, no member of 
the Council or General Affembly being eligi , 
ble to that office, to be called the Council of 

enfors; whofe duty it hall be to inqui e 
Whether the conftitntion has biên preferved 
inviolate in every part 3 and whether the le- 
piflative and éxecutive branches of govern 
méat have performed their duty as guardians 
of the people, or alfumed to themfelves, or 
exercifed, other or greater, powers than they 
are entitled to by the €ouflituion. They 
are alld to idquire whether the public taxes 
have bret juttly laid and colletted in all parts 
of-chiv commoawealth—in what manner the 
public monies have been ditpofed of & whe- 
ther the laws hace been du'y executet. For 
Yhefe fparpofes they (hall have power to fend 
or perfvas, papers, and records; they fhall 

aveauhoricy to pafs public ceafures—to or- 
Ger impeachments—& to recomman? e the 
legiflarure the repeating fuch laws as appear 
to tHerd to have béen enacted contrary to the 
Principles of theconftitution. 'Thefe powers 
tey fall contiaue to have, for avd during 
the {pace of one year from the day of their 
Hettion, and no longer, The faid Council 


of Cenfors fhall alfo have power to pall a 


Convention, to meet within two years af er 
their fitting, if there appears to them an abio 
lute neceflity of amending any article of this 
conftitution which may ‘be defettive—cx 
plainiog fuch as may be thought not clearly 
expiefled—and of adding fuch as are necet 
fary for the prefervation of the rights and 
happinefs of the people: btt the articles 
to be amended, and the amendmenis piopo 
fed, and fuch articles as are propofed to be 
added or abolithed, fhall be -promu’pated at 
leait fix months before the day appyinied 
for the elettion of fich Convention, for the 
previous conlideration of she people, that 
they may have an opportunity of intiradiog 
their delegates on the fnbjett.” 


Fror the recital of the articlé, We may 
percice, that the object is noble—the em- 
pioyment arduous and extenfive. Let us 
choofe meb capable of performing the duty. 
Before the day of eleétion arrives, let us con- 
fider calmly among otirfelves (got in difor 
derly conventions) what fort of characters 
will beft anfwer our purpofe, and whom we 
can find of fuch particular characters The 
conflitution has excluded but two orders of 
meo—that is, members of the Council and 
of the General Aflembly For thefe we ares 
not to give cur votcs; for if we do, we 
throw them away. 


We ovght not to vote for any perfon 
merely on account of his prefent fentimes's 
on any fabject whatever. There is nothiog 
more common than for a perfon in private 
life, entirely to alier his opinion, when the 
whole evidence of the matter is publicly 
laid before him. Good fenfe, with common 
honefly, and an acquaintante particalarly 
with our own laws, public fituation, & po- 
litical interefls, aad generally with the laws 
of nature and the conftitations of other go 
veraments, is fufficient. In order for this, a 
good education is certainly neceffary. It is 
morally impoffibie, that a perfon fhould, as it 
were by iafliact, without much reading and 
a habitof doing bufirefs with difpatch, dif 
charge the very complex doties of the Cova 
cil of Cenfors. To examine the variety of 
papers, which they muft, to know “ whether 
the public monies have been july raifed, & 
how they have been difpoled cf”—to know 
* whether the laws Lave beco daly executed” 
—to toderftand the nature of crimes (offi 
ciently to “ order impeachmeots’—to ** ex- 
plain fach laws’ as the wifdom of the whoie 
itate could not clearly exprefs—fo fully to 
underfland the nattre of government, and 


With common fenfe; and 3 comtnon ‘edit 
citioa, a’pérfon may judge of a law when it 
.ismade Bur it requires fome:bieg more to 
originate and properly guard a fyftem of go- 
veromeot Many people may know when a 
law is well expreffeds yet it may-nor be ia 
their power to write, or to command ex- - 
preffions.

——-I need only to give the bint. 


I could with that no perfon; who bas held 
a great variety of public cffices in the flare, 
might be chofen. Though I donot fuppofle 
that merely having been a reprefentative 
ought to exclade. 


+ Were not afraid of being condemned ag 
‘a lawyer, (and Í will declare that I am-not 
one) andıthat my writings wot d iofe their - 
influences I would venture to fay a word in 
favour of fuch perfons as are well furnithed 
with legal knowledge. Sach men as thefe 
will-certainly be molt like!y.to know, whe- 
ther the conftitution be well guarded in aH- 
its parts—whether any onè part contradidts - 
aoother+—and whether the whole, ip its trae 
fpirit, is confiftent with the general order of 
things They are the perfons, who are moft 
likely to know, whether she laws have heen 
duly executed in the different parts of the 
Rare. I would cot, however, advifz, that 
the whole number fhonld be gentlemea of the. 
law, ButI sith, that their p:ofeflion might 
not be thought an-objsétion to them. 


The befinefs of altering or forming a 
conttitution, and annual legiflativn, is very” 
diffrent. Laws we thay ater or repes! as 
we pleafe; but we mult for a long time abide 
all the ill confequerces ct an imperfect con- 
ftirtttion, Ip legiflation, it may be cf feivice 
tu vote, even though we cannot foeaks but 
in the prefent cafe, better is a knave for us 
than a fool. Self intereft can have but very 
little ir Huence in forming a conftitation— 
the cbj-& is too lating, fa merely tempo- 
rary atts, it may. [ wou'd, however, re- 
commend men of honefty, as well as good 
fenfe; but the latter is abfoltitely nece ery. 


It may be thought, that I Moid have 
pointed out fome of thofe alterations sed 
amendments, which this Council of Cerfors 
are torec.tamend But what hints I have 
already given, muf be fuffizient for the pre- 
fent. Perhaps the {abjeét may be more par- 
ticularly confidercd in fome fature peper.

The Emperor Charles the fixth, however,

, The Count de Sekendorf, whom I have 
fioce knownin Saxony, where he lives retir- 
eq, has declared to me, it was with very 
great difficulty indeed, that he could prevail 
with the King not to behead the Prince.

Who would 
not, after this, ferge Princes, aad prevent ty 
tants from cutting off their heads ? 

“After eighteen months imprifonment 
the folicitations of the Emperor, 
and the tears of the Queen, ob- 
tained the Prince his liberty ; and 
he immediately began to make verfes, 
and write mufit more than ever. He 
read Leibuitz, and even Wolfe, whom 
he called a compiler of trath, and de- 
voted himfelf to the whole -cirdle of 
cienccs åt once, 

As the King, his father, fuffered him 
to have very little to do with the nati- 
onal affairs, or as there rather indeed 
were no fuch affairs in a government, 
the whole bufinefs of which wasreviews, 
be employed his leifure in writing to 
thofe men of lettera ion France, who 
were fomething known in the world.
